Will Recover in Time to Oross
Rhine With Victorious Host.

“The proudest day of my life was
tha day [ loaned my boy to his coun-
try; and I love my boy &8 only n
mother can love. 1 remember him as

khaki, who went away with his head
held high and a courageous smile on
his lips, as he said: ‘Mother, If you
won't worry, I'l bring back to you &
